BART Service 


The expected extension of 
BART service to Richmond is 
being forshadowed this month by 
the installation of hundreds of 
new curbside bus stop signs by 
AC Transit. 

A total of 2,947 new signs are| 
being installed for the opening 
of the Oakland to Richmond 
branch of rail rapid transit serv- 
ice. These signs replace old 
“Bus Stop” and “Coach’’ signs— 
some of which date from Key 
System days. 

As an improved informational 
guide, new signs list the number 
of the bus which observes the 
stop; its main destination; limi- 
‘tations in service; whether use is 
restricted to transbay riding and 
whether or not the bus goes to 
a BART station. 

A band of blue at the bottom 
of the signs will notify riders 
that a bus to BART stops at that 
location. The blue strip also will 
alert passing motorists of the ex- 
tent of connector service, encour- 
aging them to try bus and rail 
for their next trip. 

The work is being done now | 
because of the large number of 
Signs involved. AC Transit ex- 
pects to have all coordination 
completed in time for the planned 
BART extension early next year, 

The metal signs are 11 inches | 
wide and vary in depth from 10} 
|to 20 inches, depending on the | 
|number of bus lines which ob- 
|serve a particular stop. Signs 
‘are slotted into tops of eight-foot 
high poles by maintenance work-
